»nd at (iettyeburg the sight of his left eyo,
wm deMroye«l by a llylog fragment of
.hell. The shot of hi- son, therefore, left
hi ui tut til r blind. It also prostrated
hiui fur several weeks, so that lie was]
iinahle to to get about. During that time
Prariiou was countantlv in Withey t

hoiiM-, in rompany with Mrs. Withey.
When Withey became able to go about]the Iioiiim», lie remomitrated with his wile
on her conduct. On the 8th of February,
1ST", ho wai taken auddeuly ill, and died
in a i>hurt time under very suspicious cir»
cuuintanrea. The body was buried, how»
.»et. without any investigation being
uuile liv the authorities, but public feel-
in>s ran' high. A few days after the death
ol Willie", Pearson disposed of^ his pro*
|*riy atul disapiwared, his family being
ignorant of his movements. Shortly after
hi« departure Mrs. Withey left her chil¬
dren with relatives and also disappeared.There w*k iio longer any doubt in
the public mind that murder had been
committed, and Coroner Patterson order-
«l Williey's remains to be taken up, and
an investigation was made. Evidence
«** discovered that was comideml aufli-
rient to warrant the finding of a verdict
a*ain«t Pearson and Mrs. Withey. They
were traced and arrested shortly after-
w»rd< and brought to this place, where
they have Wen in jail ever since, await¬
ing trial. Willie Withey, in the mean-
.time, hait been tried and couvicled for the
deadly aiwault on his father, and is now
*rving a long term of imprisonment,floder thai conviction, in the Rochester
Penitentiary.

A Gasdte reporter called last evening

at the residence of the family in Fulton,
and introduced himself to Mr. Pitman,
for the purpose of learning something of
the plans for the somewhat novel dispo¬
sition of the remains of the deceased.
The house was brilliant!/ lighted, and
filled with friends of the family. The
reporter was brought into the sitting
room, occupied by Mr. Pitman and a lady
and gentleman friend. Mr. Pitman com¬

plied cheerfully with the reporter's re¬

quest, and proceeded at once to explain
his own and his deceased wife's views on

the subject of cremation. He said that
about two years ago Mrs. Pitmsn wrote
to Dr. Le Moyne, at Washington, Pa., a

wealthy gentleman, who had built acre*

mation furnace in that place, in regard to
that method of disposing of her remains.
She was then in perfect health, and prob-
ably had no idea of her early death.
Mr. Pitman here produced the will drawn
iu the hand wntingof the deceased in
August last, and read the following clause
of instructions:
"Inaunuch aa I hare long conceived It to be the

moatietuible mode of dupoelog ol inr IwJv, I Jo¬
el r* that lujr noiaina b> forwarJed to l>r. U
Moyne. to be cremate iu the furnace built by htm
for thai la Wellington, fa."
Mr. Pitman gave the substance of a

further clause of the will, providing, iu
caso her daughter dies without issue, that
her lot which adjoins that owned by her
husband on the hillside, in Pulton, be set
apart for an institution, or for the sup-
]»ort of h lady physician, for the treat¬
ment, free of charge, of special diseases
of women, iu cases where the applicants
are loo poor to pay for treatment.

In regard to the wishes of his wife to
be cremated, Mr. Pitman said that about
ten days ago she rrtninded hiui of her
wish, and a*ked that he write to Dr. Le-
uiovne on the matter. Mr. Pitman treat¬
ed it lightly at lirst, but afterward wrote
a$ she desired.

Mr. Pitman said that one of his wife's
reasous for preferring cremation was her
abhorance of the hypocrisy and expense
of the modern style of burial. She was

emphatically opposed to all forms ot
waste and extravagance. She abhorred,
too, everything dismal and morbid. So
the funeral would be conducted without
either undertakers or priests, nor black
colors nor anything gloomy, "tain hav¬
ing the cabinet maker make a neat tuoho-
^»any casket for her.

^

Her rff&m there
will* be draped in bright color*, among
them will be some muall British Ihgs,
which her brother, NViu. Bragg, Presiileut
nf the Academy of Design in Sheffield,
England, brought us on a recent visit
here. We will also have some American
dags, aud other cheerful colors. The cat¬
afalque will be trimmed with light blue
silk. We have invited a few friends to
come and see it, but will not allow the
lace of the corpse to ba rteea,orjanything
10 occur that may gratify a morbid or

gloomy taste. The body will probably be
takeu to Washington, Pa., on Thursday
night. 1 will go with it alone."
M rs. Pitman, he said, was born in Birm¬

ingham, England. She was one of a

family of ten children, each of whom
was remarkable in some trail of charac¬
ter. Her brother, Williaa Bragg, had
the honor of introducing almost all the
modern appliances of civilization into
Brazil. Be is a member of the great At
las Steel Company iu Shetlield,and made
the firat practical application of the lies
semer process of making steel. Mrs.
Pitman was a woman ot great literary
ability. She read the final proofs of a

large phonetic dictionary, assisted Mr.
Pitmaan in all of his exienaive phono¬
graphic reports of the great conspiracy
trials during the war, did half the me¬

chanical work of setting the type and en¬

graving of Mr. Pitman's phonographic
works, and in some important cases of
phonographic reporting dictated to as

many as twelve copyists at a time. She
was a woman of energy, and possessed so
much vim that she overlooked for a long
time the progress of her disease, an inter¬
nal cancer. "She had been so healihy
up to this time that she had never since
her marriage, over a quarter of a century
ago, been uuder a physician's treatment.
Since my engagement with the School of
Design, Mrs. Pitman conducted the pho¬
nographic publishing business exclusive¬
ly. 1 don't Muppoce the students of the
academy are aware that they are indebted
to her foi all of the time I hate devoted
In tliRin."
The friendly visitor here asked Mr,

Pitman if he would hate had Ihe body cre¬

mated, if Ihe deceased had not requested
it.

"Certainly," replied Mr. Pitman. "I
would have carried it out if she had
never uttered a word. But our belief iu
cremation an well as almost everything
else, wax identic*!."

Mr. Pitman added that the deceased
'¦'had au abiding faith that the Ureal
Father of all would take charge of her
he;eafter a* before. She had a quiet con¬
fidence of the future that amounted to an
absolute certainly in her mind. Slie was
excenlially religious."
"Wan nhe a member of any church

sirT our reporter inquired timidly,
"Ha, ha, ha I Why you mtke me laugh,

.ir," paid Mr. Pitman. "It is ao very
absurd. And yet ao many hare amuseil
me with such questions. No sir, cer¬

tainly not. We were progressive and
rained otirtelve* from all the old rut* of
faith. You can't imagine, air, how com¬

pletely we emancipated ourselves from
the old ruts when we came to this coun¬

try, and we nerer wore into any new
ones. You might lay, if you do it neatly,
that nhe had outgrown her 8wedenborgian
belief. She had grown far beyonu it.
She went to church sometime?, but at¬
tached herself to no form of faith.
"What will you do with the remains?"

asked the friend.
"[ will hate them brought home,and

determine afterward what to do with
them. I may possible plant a rose bush
over them. 1 would be very glad to have
her live in a rose bush. I know it would
please her, too, and be in every way con*
sistent with her own ideaa."*

" You would not deposit the ashes in
the classical urn?"'

THE MILITARY ACADEMY BILL.

A Hot Di»cu»»ion in the House.

Old Warriors Fight their Battles
O'er Again.

The Lie Handed Round Freely.,

An Uncalled for and Diigraeeful|
Exhibit.

SENATE.
Wasuinjiton, February 13.

Mr; Kernan presented a memorial of
tlie New York Board of Trade and Trans¬
portation, signed by the officers thereof
and a large number of business men,
members of tbat organization, remon¬
strating against the passage of the silver
bill, setting forth the»inconvenience of
silver in commercial transactions. Laid
ou the table.
Mr. Ilamlin, from the Committee on

Foreign Relations, reported adversely
on the petition of certaincitizens of New
York asking an appropriation from the
Chinese Indemnity Fund to aid persona
in certain provinces of China now suffer-
iug on accouut of famine. He said the
committee was unanimously of the opin¬
ion tbat it was utterly impossible to get
any relief to the sufferers, and besidesany
attempt to donate the Chinese Indemnity
Fnnd for that purpose would lead to dis¬
cussion.

Mr. *8argent reported, with amend¬
ment, Senate bill to authorize and equip
an expedition to the Arctic seas, known
as the Harrgate bill. Placed on the cal¬
endar.
Mr. Ingalls introduced a hill to pro¬

mote the deuosit of savings in the popu-
lar loan, and to provide for funding the
the national debt into home bonds, con¬
vertible intocurreney. Keferred to Com¬
mittee on Finance.
Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, called up the

House joint resolution declaring that the
reduction of tax on distilled spirits is in¬
expedient, which was discussed till the
expiration of the morning hour and then
laid aside, and the Senate resumed the
consideration of the silver bill, Mr.Mer-
rimon speaking in favor thereof.
Mr.Merrsmon pursued in the main the

same line of argument as in his speech
some days ago.
Mr. Saunders supported the bill, and

said he was opposed to all amendments,
and would vote for it just as It cauie from
the House. The cry about this country
being overburdened with silver in case
the bill should pass was nothing
but a scare-crow. If all the mipts
of the United States should be put
to work and run day and night till next
session of Congrens they could not coin
more than one dollar for each person in
the country. It was the continual tink¬
ering at our finances by Congress that
created distrust among the people. II it
could bo announced to day that the silver
bill had passed it would carry more joy
to the hearts of the people than was ex¬

perienced when it was annouaced that
Abraham Lincoln had struck the chains
from four millions of psople. Congress
could not legislate money into the pock-
ets of the people, but it could so legislate
as to encourage our industries.
Mr. Allison, in charge of the silver

lull, asked that it be understood by un¬
animous consent that ou Friday next the
Senate would continue in session till the
bill and all amendments should be dispos¬
ed of.
After debate it waa understood, by

unanimous consent, that the vote should
b« taken on Friday next.
Mr. Sargent opposed the bill as lending

to stain our National honor by repudiat¬
ing our sacred obligations.
Mr. Jones, of Nevada, took the floor

with the understanding that he would
proceed with his remarks to-morrow.
Adjourned,

HOUSE.
Mr. Rice of Ohio, Chairman, reported

a bill granting pensions on account of
wounds, etc., contracted in the service of
the United States, since March 4, 1801,
for the payment of arrears of pensions,and lor the restoration to rolls of the
name« of invalid pensioners stricken
therefrom on account of disloyalty. Re¬
ferred to the Committee of the Whole and
made the special order for this day two
weeks.
The House then went into the Com¬

mittee of the Whole, Mr. Blackburn, in
the chair, on the Military Academy ap¬
propriation bill, the pending amendmeutbeing to strike out the section prohibi¬
ting the appointment of civilians to the
rank of Second Lieutenants when no
more vacanies occur than can be tilled
by the next graduating class of the
Academy.
Mr. White offered an amendment pro¬

viding that nothing in the bill should
prevent the appointment for commis¬
sions in the army o! the meritorious of
uon commissioned officers or privates.
Adopted.
A motion to strike out waa then de¬

feated.
The section which provides that when

a cadet has once been matriculated at
West Point no other appointment from
the same Congressional District shall be
made during the term for which such
cadet was appointed if the vacancy should
occur from anycause other than death or

physical disability was stricken out.
Mr. Clymer offered an amendment pro¬

viding that only such number of gradu¬
ates of the military academy in any one

year shall be entitled to an appointment
as 2d Lieutenant as are required to fill
the vacancies of that grade, existing Julv
1st of each year, and those entitled to such
appointments to be determined /on the
basis of standing in the graduating class,
and hereafter no supernumerary officers
shall be attached to any corps of the
army and all graduates of the academy
not attached to the army under the pro¬
visions of this act shall be discharged in
graduation from the academy.
Mr. Reagan ottered as a substitute an

amendment providing tbat as vacancies
occur in the academy every alternate va-

cancy shall remain vacant for one aca¬
demic term, so that there shall be for
the future one-half the present number
of cadets.
Mr. Southard, in supporting Clymer's

amendment, relerred to the evil of a large
standing army. It waa the history of the
world that standing armies sapped the
liberties of the people. This country
had seen cases of tyranny and oppres¬sion of a standing army notably in the
last Presidential election. Ten thousand
would be sufficient to protect our border,
while Congress had kept an army of 2V
000 all these yesrs for the purpose of
harraasing the people and orer*riding
constitutional privileges.
Mr. Conger said he did not know why

his friends on the other aide were bound
on destroying the army, and kept nibbl*
ing at it on all occaaiona. He had often
asked what the hidden motive waa, but
none answered, but sheltered themselves
behind beautiful criee of economy. His

friend from Obio (Southard) had let out
the secret a little way, and said Itwaa be¬
cause the army had been used in the
South in Presidential election*. Under
the pretence of economy the Democratic
party were cutting down the army. Mr.
Conger, amid contemptuous laughter on
the Democratic side, stated at some

length that the real motives the Demo¬
crats had in cutting down the arnir was
in order that when it got the appointing
power the array might he filled with old
officers who had left the army (or reasqps
of their own.
Mr. Aiken obtained the door and ipoke

as follows: " It has been directly assert¬
ed here, without any qualification, that I
had said I would vote to have West Point
put to the block. That gentleman (Hew¬
itt) knows as well aa I do that he might
as well take a single phrase out ol any
chapter of the Bible to prove anj doc¬
trine as to make the assertion which h?
did from what I said. 1 made an argu¬
ment in favor of economy, which argu¬
ment he could not auswer. I pro/ed my
argument by figures and facts, showing a
Isck of economy in the administration of
aflair* at West Point. I felt it mv duty
to say what I did, and he could not an¬
swer it and could not rebut it. But the
gentleman (Hewitt) geta up here, proving
he is what the gentleman from 'lennessee
said he was. [Loud laughter.] I have
nothing to say against West Point if
proprly conducted. I know that West
Point has made a record for
itself. I have only to poiut to men
like Jefferson Davis, K. E. Lee,
Stonewall Jackson, Joe Johnston,
Sydney Johnston, (Jen. Bragg, Hirdee,
and a whole host of pothers trom West
Point, and 1 kuow my Union friends can

ou their side point to a line of noble and
gallant spirits who came from West Point
anil fought on the other side. 1 honor,
them. 1 knew their worth. 1 met them
and measured steel with them, and 1
never saw him (meaning Hewitt) there.
[Loud laughter and great excitement.]
Mr. Chairman, West Point has produced
great men. Their names will live on both
sides of the Potomac aa long as this peo-
pie are free, but West Point has never

produced an Esau. It never produced a

Benedict Arnold. [Excitement] It never
produced a man who put up the Presi¬
dency and sold it. [Continued laughter
and excitement] I hope the gentleman
from New York has the intellect to appre¬
ciate what I mean.
Mr. Chairman.I was not educated at

West Point, but I waa educated in a

school where there was a well organized
militia and where our Alma Mater
taught us to shed our blood in defense of
the State. When she called upon us I re¬

sponded to the call. I did not do as some
men here did.stay at home and pay a

substitute to go and help to defend my
country. [Laughter.] I am no gradu¬
ate of West Point, but I am from a State
which has shown from its past conduct
that in war it is the bravest of enemies
and that in peace it ia the best of friends.
I am-bold to defend my State; nothing
connected with the record of the past has
ever smirched her record, and God grant
I may always be, what 1 believe I have
l>een in the past, a worthy son of such a

State. [Applause.]
Mr. Fort.In view of the harmony

existing on the Democratic side, I demand
the regular order of business. [Laughter
and cries of "No, no, no."]

After some time and infthe midst of
increasing excitement, Mr. Hewitt again
got the Ooor and said: *

Mr. Chairman.I have received hard
hits in mv time and have learned to take
them, and now I propoeeonly to say this:
There were brave wen before Agem-
menon; there were brave men before the
member from South Carolina (Aiken),
but I have never known any brave men

coming home from the war and boasting
of their deeds of valor. A brave man
leaves that to the historian, and to that
record I consign the gentleman from
South Carolina, and I now request the
Clerk to read the language of the gentle¬
man to which I replied the other day.
The extract jpviug been read, Mr. Hewitt
continued: The gentleman insinuates that
some one sold out the Presidency. No
Northern man sold out the Presidency.
The proposition to sell the Presidency
was made to me and I contemptuously
refused. [Excitement and shouts of name!
nimell
Mr.'Ellsworth.I want to know who it

wait that proposed to the gentleman to
sell out the Presidency.
Mr. Hewitt.If the House desires to

have that portion of the unwritten his¬
tory told I will tell it. [Cries of let us
have it all, and great excitement ]
Mr. Hewitt, after order being some¬

what restored, proceeded to recount the
facts connected with the proposition made
to him by Col. Pickett as coming frotn J.
H. Ma4dox, Special Agent of the Treas¬
ury Department, to pay J.

_
Madison

Wells, Chairman of the Returning Board
of I/Ouisiana,for giving the count of that
State to Tilden, all of which was testified
to by Mr. Hewitt before the committee of
House last session. Iu conclusion I ask
the gentleman from South Carolina
(Aiken) to tell me by what right he turns
upon me and accuses me of selling the
Presidency.
Mr. Aiken.The gentleman from New

York has been off the track entirely on

which I was traveling. He has simply
been giving us here the published testi¬
mony, which anvbody might have read
for himielf. I alluded to a speech which
he made on this floor, in which he said,
or in which the newspapers reported him
as having said, that as far as the gift of
the Presidency was in his hands he would
rather give up the Presidency than see
one drop of blood spilled in defence of
the Democratic party. I got that from
the newspapers. I believed it then and I
believe it yet. [Laughter.]
Mr. Hewett.It seems that on a mere

newspaper paragraph this immaculate
and honorable gentleman from South
Carolina (Aiken) infers that a brother
Democrat had fold the Presidency. He
will be surprised to know that no such
words ever fell from my lips on the floor
of this House or any where else, and that
when I saw it going the rounds of the
newspapers it was one of the very few
calumnies that I contradicted over my
own name.
Mr. Aken.I am glad to hear it.
Mr. Hewett.be says he is glad to hear

It, if he had had such a sentiment in hia
heart and if he had had that high feeling
of honor which should govern a South
Carolinian he would before makiog that
charge on the floor have come to me and
asked how much truth there was in it. I
wear my heart upon my sleeve and there
'a nothing which I have done from the
begining to the end of that business which
I am not now ready to proclaim and have
published. He would answer the ques¬
tion as to what assurance had been given
for the withdrawal of troops from Louis¬
iana and South Carolina. On this point
lie said, after the decision of the electoral
tribunal in the Louisiana case had been
announced, It became apparent to me as
it did to every intelligent person
who studied the situation that the
final decision of the electoral Com¬
mission would award the Presidency
to Hayes. Of conrse 1 felt that it was a

great grievance but felt that we had
inbmitted that question, to the Tribunal
and we were bound and concluded by its
decision. I told everybody that I should
vote to sustain every decision of the Tri¬
bunal, no|matter what the result might be,
but I did not tee any reason why because
Mr. Havea was going into the Presidency,
I should ignore the fact that there waa a

large number of gentlemen in the House
who did not look on the quection as I did
and they had told me that the count1

should neTer!befcompleted. On that state¬
ment, I reflected and said to myself
unless it is understood that the troops
shall be withdrawn from Louisiana and
South Carolina, a civil war will surely
follow, for the members from Louisiana
assured me that their people would no

longer submit to military domination.
I knew if they resisted the other Southern
States would be in honor bound to help
them and I thought that if I could not
have the Presidency from the wreck
there was not any good reason

why South Carolina and Louisiana
should not be saved from it. Thereupon,
of my own motion, I went to my friend
frnm Ohio I and made to him
pretty much the remark that 1 now make.
The reason why I went to him wan be-
cause he had made a speech on this floor,
in which he declared what the President's
policv would be, and he believed it, and
1 believedK 1 iiaid to the geutleman, I
.fear there will be trouble unless you can

satisfy these Southern gentlemen that this
policy which you have declared to be the
policv of the incoming administration
will be adhered to. He said to me, what
can I do. I said I do not kuow; it is not
my business, but I tell you the facts. He
said, 1 will see about it, and subsequently
(L think the uetft day) he came back to
me and showed me a letter, which has
since been published. I read it. He said
will that be satisfactory. I said, Air.
Foster, it is not me who you have to sat*
iefy; it is other gentlemen; tome it would
be satisfactory, but you must go to
them and satisfy them that this policy
will be carried out. That was the fast,
interview that I had with Mr.
Foster on the subject. What followed1
came to me from other persons. 1 bad
no part in a bargain. If it was made, 1
knew nothing of its terms, Jiut I was
told on the day that the Vermont returns
had been put through the Joint Commis¬
sion that the gentlemen from South Car¬
olina were satistied, and there could be
no good reason why the count should not
proceed. I do not know how they were
satisfied. I have never seen any member
from Louisiana about it; I only know
that they told me they were satistied, and
on that so far as I had any influence 1
exerted it for the completion of the
count. I did it in the interest of peace:
I did it in the interest of my country. I
believe I did then the wisest and best act
of my life. If other men made improper
bargains I know nothing of them. Have
I answered the gentleman's (Ellsworth's)
question to his satisfaction ?
Mr. Ellsworth made no reply, bnt Mr.

Conger again manifested a very eager
desire to put a question to Hewitt, an op¬
portunity which neither the chair nor
the committee seemed inclined to give
him.
Mr. Durham.I have charge of the

bill. [Loud laughter and shouts of
"What bill?"]

" I am not talking about politics, I am
talking aboutbut business. I am talking
about the Military Academv bill, not the
Electoral bill. I move the committee
rise for-the purpose of closing debate on
this amendment."
The committee, by a vote of 120 to 40,

determined to rise. After several mo-
tions to adjourn had been voted down
Mr. Durham moved that when the House
next go into committee of the whole de¬
bate should close iu one minute. After
some confusion and delay the House
again-went into committee of the whole,
debate on the bill to close in one hour.
Mr. Conger desired to call the at¬

tention of the gentleman from New
York (Hewitt) to some of the extra-
ordiuary statements he had made, and
what seemed to him a very unsatisfactory
reply to the qestions asked liim. If he
understood him right he said in his place
on the tloor that the Presidency was Mold
out, but that no Northern man sold it.
The gentleman said that the Presidency
had been sold out.
Mr. Hewitt arose to reply.
Mr. Conger.I do notyeild.
Mr. Hewitt.I will not allow any gen

tleman to put words into my mouth.
Mr. Conger assured him that he was

trying to take words out of the gen¬
tleman's month. [LaughteJ ] The Ian*
guage which the gentleman had used was
that no Northern man had sold the Pres-
dency and intimating that a Southern man
had. He had made no reply as to that.
There was another proposition to which
he had made no reply. The gentleman
had said that a proposition had been
made to him tojaell out the Presidency,
not to buv. When the House and
country had been eager and anxious to
learn these new develepments about the
gentleman's selling out the government
he had come forwrrd and quoted from
reports which had been printed for
months. The gentleman had stated that
a proposition had been made to him to
sell the Presidenlcy, not to buy it. Was
that a satisfactory answer to give to the
gentleman Irom S. C. who charged that lie
(Hewitt) bail sold out? Was it an an¬

swer to tell the House he hail a propo¬
sition to buy the Presidency, which he
had not accepted. He asked the gentle¬
man to follow up his remarks and tell
who had made the proposal to sell the
Presidency.
Mr. Hewitt.Nobody.
Mr. Conger.I don't yield. [Laughter.]
Mr. Hewitt.I want to ansirer you as

you go along.
Mr. Conger, continuing, said that Mr.

Hewitt had stated that assurances had
been made to him that the troop* would
be withdrawn if the Commission work
could go on, and that he had been shown
a general letter of Mr. Hayes stating bis
views. Did the gentleman think that
that statement would satisfy the countrv
when he had made assertions that such
a proposition had been made to him.
[Laughter]
Mr. Finley said that in his opinion the

time of the House had been spent more

foolishly to-day than any day this session.
The gentleman from New York (Hewitt)
had stated that a proposition had been
made to him by J. Madison Wells to sell
out the Presidency. He (Finley) desired
to add that that hoary headed old rascal
and his fellow conspirators had been
indicted in Louisiana, and that
one of them had been convicted, and yet
to»day members of Congress, of the
House and Senate, and members of the
Cabinet, were sending to this convicted
criminal letters of condolence. Net onlv
that, but if the papers speak the truth
there was even now a serious discussion
in the Cabinet over the proposition of
sending an army [Mr. Townsend, N. Y.,
.They should not havebeen taken away.J
to wrest from the hands of the law the
oonvicted criminal.
I iMr.Hannarose to discuss the Academy
bill, but was interrupted with laughter
and cries of "That's not the subject we
are on." He, however, persevered in his
purpose, saying the Democrats frota the
South and the Kepublicans from the
North did not care two cents about
Samuel J. Tilden. [Laughter.]

Mr. Garfield said «rhen the decision of
the Electoral tribunal was announced
there were between 30 and 40 honorable
gentlemen on the other side, most of them
who had been in arms against the United
States, who believed in their honor that
they were bound to stand by the result.
They did so, and they resisted like pa¬
triots every effort to break up the oount
and bring this country into civil war, and
I will not believe that after they had de¬
clared their purpose todo so they stained
their honor by doing what they were do¬
ing as a matter of trade, and I do not be¬
lieve it.

Great Applause.] I say it for them, and
f there ft a man in this world that Bays
that any man on thia aide of this House,
or the President, or any man for the
President, made a trade I hope he will
exhibit the trade and let the acoundrel
who made it or authorised it be laahed
naked through the world. [Applause.]
But I believe the man who alleges that
there wu such a trade ia either a deceived
and a fooled man or a liar. (Applause.]Let us have done with thia nonsense
about trading Presidencies and selling
Presidencies. What man here had a Pres¬
idency tor sale or was In the market to
buy a Presidency. [Laughter.] Let the
man who has such wares for sale show
them and not thunder in the index but
let the body of his work ahow he has the
manufactures he proposes to sell. In re¬

gard to what has been said about the
withdrawal of troop from Louisiana, I
disclaim for one, iu so sar as my die-
claiming goes for anything, that the
troops were not withdrawn as a matter of
nolicy or conciliation. They were with*
drawn as a matter of constitutfonal duty,
and as such I defend the withdrawal.
[Applause.] But the evils which havs
followed and the truculent spirit
exhibited by the same gentlemen
in Louisiana is a poor recompense for
the eft'orts of our people to restore to the
whole country the spirit of peace and
conciliation. [Applause on the Republi-

For the hour or two that this personal
and political skirmish lasted the scenes
in the House were of a highly excited
character. The members on the Repub-
lican side seemed to enjoy keenlr the
internecine war on the opposite side of
the chamber and were most eager in en¬

couragement of Aiken, Ellis and other
antagonists whom Hewitt had on hand,
and Conger was constantly and irrepres-siblr on hia feet seeking opportunities to
send poisoned arrows into the enemy's
camp.
The remarks of Mr. Garfield were de¬

livered with even more than his usual
earnestness and vehemence, and the ap¬
plause which greeted them from his own
side of the House was hearty and sponta*
neous. But with all the confusion and
excitement of the scene there was an en¬
tire absence of any dangerous element or
bitter pnrty feeling. It only seemed to
be peculiarly relished and enjoyed as a

pleasant contrast to the daily dullness of
the sessions of the House.
Mr. Reagan's amendment was rejected

and Mr. Clymer's agreed to, and the bill
was reported to the House, but without
final action.
The House adjourned.

llxcitcniPDl lu London Unabated.
London, Fab. 13..Last evening's an¬

nouncements in Psrliament have not ap¬
preciably relieved tlie tension or dimin¬
ished the excitement here. The Pali
Mall QazctU of yesterday afternoon ex¬
pressed the expectation that Government
would seek permission to enter the Dar¬
danelles by means of a formal pledge
that the fleet should have no other busi¬
ness before Constantinople except that
declared in Lord Derby's statement of
Friday. The QauUe considered thifl
about as perilous and humiliating a posi¬
tion as was possible. It declared it to be
the imperative dutv of the Ministry to
redeem the country from this position at
any cost, and demanded auch reconstitu¬
te of the Cabinet as would leave no
doubt that it, like the country, ii of one
ntind.
A Time* dispatch says, on this subject,

what looked yesterday merely probable
seems to-day pretty certain, namely, that
the entry of the British fleet into the Dar¬
danelles has become a subject of nego¬tiations ostensibly between the British
government and the Porta, but in reality
through the Porte between England and
Russia.
The Timet, in its leading editorial ar¬

ticle, says; However desirable the com¬
promise may be it can only be based upon
the re-establishment of some degree of
mutual confidence, aud it is necessary to
observe that it still depends upon Russia
to take the first steps requisite for this
purpose.

ITALY.

An Intimation Iroui Catholic
rower* in Itelation to l*apal
Sin-cession rim IX'* Health.
Rome, February 13..Ambassadors of

Catholic Powers have jointly intimated
to Camerlengo that if some Cardinals
known for their uncompromising spirit,
whom they named, were likely to obtain
the suffrages of the Conclave, the Am¬
bassadors would be compelled to oppoae
their election. Camerlengo has found in
the Pope's desk a sealed packet with In¬
structions for delivering it into the hands
of his successor. He also found 400,000
scudi, the distribution of which probably
is designated in the Pope's testament.
The Pope's wealth altogether is said to
amount to 120,000,000 lire, which is
moitly in the hands of the Rothschilds at
Paris.
